The Russian government consequently 
demands that the concession which has 
already been granted in the Karajadagh 
copper mines shall be extended, also that 
Russian motor cars shall be allowed 
enter Persia free of duty; this latter 
demand is made with the object of en- 
abling Russia to exploit the traffic on 
the Kesht-Teheran road.

IIRIGATION SCHEME 
IN CENTRAL INDI 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
BOMBAY—Funds have now been al 


loted for a project of considerable im: 


portance, by which it is hoped to irrigate 
annually an area of 263,000 acres, the 
gross area commanded being as much as 
673,000 acres. The area to be irrigated 
is situated in the Raipur district, in the 
central provinces, a district which suf- 
fered considerably during the famines of 
1896 and 1899. 

The head works will be situated at the 
junction of the Tendula and Lukka 
rivers. Here it is proposed to construct 
an embankment of a length of nearly 
three miles with a maximum height of 
over 50 feet, a weir 1500 feet long being 
provided to carry off surplus flood sup- 
plies. The main canal will be 40 miles 
long, with two main branches together 
equalling that length, and a large number 
of distributing channels. The catchment 
area, J20 square miles in extent, is ex- 
pected to yield an average of about 
16,000,000,000 cubie feet annually. Stor- 
age provision has, however, been made 
for 9,000,000,000 eubie feet only. 

The project is estimated to cost over 
$3,000,000 dollars, and it is hoped to 
complete it in eight years. Allowing for 
a water rate of two thirds of a dollar 
per acre, an annual return of about four 
per cent on the total capital outlay w 
expected. 


ENGAGE GERMANS. 
FOR BRAZIL ARMY 


BERLIN—The Vossische Zeitung 
states with seeming authority that Bra- 
zil has asked the German government to 
deputize one staff officer and 10 officers 
of lower rank in the German army to 
give military instruction in the Brazilian 
army. The number of instructors prob- 
ably will be increased later. 

Officers serving in this capacity will 
be allowed to reenter the German army 
upon their return from Brazil. The 
forégoing information was called out 
by a statement of a Paris newspaper 
that President Fonseca of Brazil aband- 
oned the idea of securing military in- 
structors in Germany.

SORES MONOPOLY

every purpose for which it can be made 
to serve the public and every power site 
now in state or federal control should 
be held so. 

“In the development of our waterways 
the cooperation of the states with the 
nation is essential for our general wel- 
fare. 

“As to our forests, all 
sary for the public welfare should be in 
the public ownership, such as the na- 
tional forests already in existence, the 
proposed Appalachian and White Moun- 
tain national forests, and the state for- 
ests of New York, Pennsylvania, Wiscon- 
sin and other states. 

“The protection of forests against fires 
is the first duty of forestry of states 
and nation alike. The way to stop fires 
is to get men to them as soon as they 
begin. The maintenance and extension 
of forest fire control by the nation, the 
states and their subdivisions, and by as- 
sociations of private citizens who own 
timberland is absolutely necessary. 

“The protection of existing forests by 
Wise use the first step in forestry. 
Reforestation is the second. 

“Land bearing 
annually on the 
the timber crop 
it cut, 
encouraged. 

“The private ownership of forest land 
is a publie trust, 
both the right and the duty to regulate 
the use of such lands in the general 
interest.

“Conservation more and more gener- 
ally wins not only the belief which it 
has already, but the determined fighting 
support of our people.” 


Conservation Advocated 
as a Basis for Business 


“Conservation of resources as the basis 
for business.” of the 


hitherto little touched by the national 
conservation congress, except incident- 
ally and in subordination to the gener- 
alized conservation of natural resources 
like waterpower sites, forests, water- 
ways, coal, oil and ore lands, was 
brought to the front at today’s session 
by the speech of Wallace D. Simmons of 
St. Louis. Mr. Simmons said: 

“Conservation does not aim to suspend 
use—its object is to perpetuate useful- 
ness in full measure this year and every 
year to come. 

“It is not generally known that in- 
stead of wishing to keep settlers out of 
the national forest reservations, induce- 
ments are given by the department to 
get people to settle within their bound- 
aries. Homesteaders are free to pasture 
their domestic stock within the reserva- 
tion and to cut from the forests the 
timber they require. 


“It is not generally understood that 
making a forest reservation does not 
mean that no more timber is to be cut 
there for market; on the contrary its 
prime object is to insure continued cut- 
ting and selling for all. time. 

“When this nation understands that 
conservation is simply another term for 
business management of the people’s cap- 
ital, the pressure of public opinion will 
be so strong behind this movement as to 
brook no interference or delay in the 
passage and enforcement of the laws 
needed to at once begin a business ad- 
ministration.

“How to spread a more correct under- 
standing of such facts is a most impor- 
tant problem. I suggest that each Gov- 
ernor summon to his capital, say six of 
the Jeading business men of the state, 
selecting those who have, in their own 
business, by the use of successful ad- 
vertising, proven that they have learned 
to reach the individual, how to tell him 
something they want him to know.

CREW NOW EAGER 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—In a series 
of exhaustive tests Wednesday, under 
the direction of Melvin Vaniman, chief 
engineer of the Wellman transatlantic 
expedition, slender steel stays, by which 
the car of the dirigible airship America 
is attached to the huge gas bag, were 
subjected to a strain of 220,000 pounds 
to the square inch without signs of 
breakage. 

When the tests were complete Mr. 
Wellman and his crew declared their 
readiness to entrust their lives to the 
big air cruiser as soon as she is ready 
to begin the dash for Europe. So far as 
possible Murray Simon, executive officer 
of the liner Oceanic, who is to be navi- 
gator of the America, will follow the 
same latitude and longitude that govern 
the big ships on the outward course. 

The lifeboat to be swung beneath the 
cage of the big dirigible was provisioned 
with enough tinned and canned meats, 
ship’s biscuit and other supplies to last 
fix men for 30 days, in case the America 
mieets disaster on the high seas. Mr. 
Wellman now expects to get away some- 
where about Sept. 20.

HARVARD PRESENTED

been made by any one man, including 
some volumes that do not appear in the 
British Museum library. As the Harvard

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- Renovating Refrigerator 

To renovate an old refrigerator all 
that is required is a small can of white 
lead, a can of white enamel, a little tur- 
pentine and gome varnish for the out- 
side, says the Philadelphia Times. 

The first thing is to cleah the refrig- 
erator thoroughly inside, then thin the 
white lead with turpentine until it will 
spread evenly, and give the whole inside 
a coat, racks and all. After it is dry, 
give it the first coat of enamel. 

If the enamel is too thick to spread 
easily, thin it with a little turpentine, 
and after the first coat is dry give it 
another, being careful to spread it as 
evenly and smoothly as possible.

THE AUGUST PIG 
IRON OUTPUT 


Total Production for Last 
Month Little Less Than 
July and on Sept. 1 Not 
Far Behind Record Rate. 


NEW YORK—The Iron Age says: The 
reduction in pig iron output in August 
was insignificant, the coke and anthra- 
cite furnaces producing 2,106,847 tons, 
against 2,148,442 tons in July. On 
Sept. 1 243 furnaces were in blast, with 
a daily capacity of 66,468 tons, against 
253 furnaces with 68,368 tons daily ca- 
pacity on Aug. 1. Production on Sept. 1 
was at the rate of about 24,500,000 tons a 
vear for all kinds of iron, tharcoal iron 
included, whereas the record outputs 
were 25,781,361 tons in 1907 and 25,- 
795,471 tons in 1909. 

Our pig iron production in August was 
emaller than in any month since July, 
1909. The list of active furnaces at the 
opening of this month was 70 less than 
the maximum of 313 reached Feb. 1, and 
the vearly rate of production was 7 
150,000 tons less than the February rate 
of 31,650,000 tons—a falling off of 22.5 
per cent in seven months. 

As to the condition of stocks definite 
information is lacking. In Western Penn- 
svivania, the Mahoning and Shenango 
valleys, and on the south shore of Lake 
Erie there was an increase in August; 
an increase also in Virginia, but a de- 
crease in Alabama, while the limited 
stocks in eastern Pennsylvania remained 
apout stationary. The steel works com- 
panies lowered their stocks somewhat. 
It would seem that there is still a call 
for curtailment in production.

HOLYOKE, Col.—One hundred and 
thirty-five thousand acres of land in 
Phillips county, one of the principal dry

THE historic Newfoundland fisheries dispute 
is settled. Under the routine and procedure 
of traditional. diplomacy it had dragged its 
tedious length across almost an entire cen- 
tury, threatening at times to disturb, and 
even to interrupt, the relations between 
neighbors and nations desirous of being 
friendly, but it has now been terminated by 
enlightened processes, in a modern court of 
arbitration whereof the deliberations have 
covered a little more than three months. This dispute grew out of 
haste and lack of definiteness in the drafting of the treaty of 1818, 
which stipulated that on certain parts of the coasts of Canada and 
Newtoundland the citizens of the United States were to have 
privileges “in common” with the subjects of his Britannic majesty. 
For fourscore and ten years the term “in common” has awaited 
an interpretation satisfying to all the disputants. Were it not for 
the decision, resulting from the exchange he notes between the 
United States and Great Britain on July 1909, to submit the 
entire matter for settlement to The Hague c cin 
involved might have continued indefinitely to be a source of diplo- 
matic friction and international irritation. 

It was not until May of this year that a court consisting of 
five arbitrators—one each from the two disputing countries and 
three from foreign nations—was appointed to hear the arguments. 
The array of legal talent on both sides was imposing, lawyers of 
the greatest eminence in the United States and Great Britain having 
been retained by their respective governments to present the argu- 
ments for and against the contentions raised. The United States 
was peculiarly fortunate in securing the services of Senator Root 

York, George I. Turner of Spokane, the Hon. Samuel J. 
Boston, Solicitor James Scott state departinent, 
Warren of Detroit and Robert Lansing of Watertown, 
One of the arbitrators was Judge Gray of Del laware. 

In his annual message to Congress President Taft pronounced 
this the first case involving such great international questions to 
be submitted to an arbitration tribunal. This was but a bare state- 
ment of fact, but 1t is a fact of momentous character when considered 
in all of its bearings. Whether the decision of the court shall give 
entire satisfaction in this country, in England, in Canada or in 
Newfoundland, the gains of paramount importance resulting from 
it are, firstly, that the dispute is settled, and, secondly, that the 
manner of settlement assures the submission to peaceful arbitration 
of even more important international questions in the future. 

The decision favors the United States on five out of seven of 
the points raised, but there 1s compensation for Great Britain and 
the colonies concerned in the two points decided in their favor. Some 
will hold, perhaps, that, after all, these are the main points, since 
they give Great Britain and the colonies in question the right to 
regulate the fisheries in dispute without interference from or approval 
by the United States, while they establish the headland and not a 
point on any inland bay as the base from which the three-mile 
measurement shall be made. But this contention would not be just. 
The United States obtains not only five concessions, but five impor- 
tant ones out of the seven for which its counsel ably fought. The 
decision seems to be an earnest attempt to adjust the long-standing 
dispute between the two nations in the most equitable manner 
possible. It defines clearly, at all events, the rights which each is 
now entitled legally to claim, and furnishes to both grounds upon 
which they may at some future time, if they shall so elect, proceed 
between themselves toward even a better understanding. 

The triumph of peaceable arbitration 1s pronounced.

He is not certain as to how the nation will give 
expression to its progressive sentiments, whether it will do so by 
defeating standpatters and electing insurgents, or by defeating both 
standpatters and insurgents and electing Democrats. 


All he seems to be quite positive of is that the successful 
candidates for congressional honors are going to be progressives. 
Apparently, his idea is that the Republican and Democratic 
progressives together will have sufficient strength in the next House 
to dominate it, and that they are certain to combine against the 
standpatters of both parties in order that they may be able to carry 
through certain legislation. As outlined by Mr. Murdock, the 
insurgent campaign will be waged upon issues involved in this 
proposed legislation. These include a revision of the tariff 
downward, schedule by schedule, the physical valuation of railways 
as projected in the railway bill of the last session and later cut out, 
the enactment of a primary law everywhere for every state, the 
elimination of Cannonism, not of Cannon, but the utter change in 
the methods of selecting committees of the national Legislature with 
the view of putting the right men in the right places, and the 
simplification of methods of procedure in the federal courts. 
“These,” says Mr. Murdock, “are the five points upon which 
insurgents are making the winning fights all over the United States.” 

Subjected to analysis, only three of these points appear to be 
covered by national legislation, namely, tariff revision, railway 
valuation and reform of federal court procedure. The enactment 
of direct primary laws must be left to the states. The elimination 
of Cannonism is a question that must be decided by the majority 
in the House. Again, revision of the tariff downward, schedule by 
schedule, is an administration proposal, as is also the simplification 
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of federal court procedure. There is left, then, only the matter 
of railway valuation as a distinctive insurgent measure. 

Kither Mr. Murdock has not fully reported or he 
failed to point out wherein the insurgents or progressives differ 
mainly from the regulars or standpatters. He has overlooked many 
of the points of difference brought out by leading insurgents and 
progressives everywhere, and to a large extent emphasized in recent 
speeches by the former President. Mr. Murdock has not followed 
closely the campaign in Wisconsin, the preliminary stage of which 
has just closed, if he believes that the old order is menaced only 
by such mild propositions as he has set forth.

This, regardless of the fact that the party 
organization opposed Dr. Mead, for personal and peculiar reasons 
made it possible for the machine secretly to exploit Frederick G. 
Fleetwood and crowned with success the endeavors to increase his 
popularity at the expense of his principal opponent. 

Rain and muddy roads did not cause the slump of 12,000 in 
Vermont’s Republican plurality. The gain of more than 10 per 
cent in the vote for Charles D. Watson, the Democratic 
standard-bearer, sufficiently proves that statement. He allowed the 
nomination to seek the man. The caucus system brought Dr. Mead 
victory. His doubtful strength was inereased by unpledged 
delegations and support drawn from other candidates in the 
convention when the nomination contest became a duel. He had 
been ridiculed, vilified and publicly accused by inference of 
dishonesty. Mr. Fleetwood was lauded by the majority of the 
newspapers as one of nature’s noblemen, sans flaws, sans ducats. 
Behind him was the Proctor machine. Between the basic merits 
of the rival campaigns there was in reality small room for choice. 
One organization supplanted another, that was all. Without the 
caucuses, however, a more popular choice would have been assured, 
and that the press criticisms, whether just or otherwise, would have 
proved effective in swinging sentiment from Dr. Mead is a logical 
conclusion. As it was, he barely won the nomination. 

The Vermont situation thus remains complex, while that of 
New Hampshire begins to clarify under the new system. There 
the progressive Republicans’ victory is really a popular choice. It 
means that by the nomination of Robert P. Bass as candidate 
for Governor the people have at last decided to name their 
own candidates and not accept the questionable privilege of limited 
choice. There is no comfort in the New Hampshire turnover for 
the Maine regulars, and the national organization may well ponder 
over what effect the combined examples of these two New England 
states will have on the remainder of the country. The people, 
ignored too long, are likely to rise in their might and clear the 
temple.

It is quite possible that, presented to him 
in this light, Mayor Gaynor was impelled by his natural tendency 
toward resistance of political trickery to make them. It does not 
appear that they were drawn from him or forced upon him by any 
external influences, or that any point of honor is involved in his 
adhesion to them or departure from them. It resolves itself into 
a mere matter of changing his mind, and since he is under obligations 
to no person and to no party not to do so, he must be granted 
the privilege of changing his mind if he wants to. 

It is not likely that he will do so, if thereby it would seem 
to him that he might be doing exactly what the enemies of good 
government in New York city would like to have him do. There 
is no question that Mr. Gaynor would prove a most efficient state 
executive, and there is little question that he will have an opportunity 
of showing what he can do im this capacity sooner or later. The 
only question is whether the time has come for him to surrender the 
great position he now occupies, and in which he has yet so many 
problems to work out. Would it not be misfortune to the metropolis 
of the country, to the country at large, to remove him from this 
post before he has completed all he started out to accomplish ? 

The governorship can wait, the presidency can wait, but the 
call of New York city and of local government reform everywhere 
is urgent. The best that Mayor Gaynor can do for clean and 
efficient government lies near him aé present. His opportunities are 
greater than the governorship has to offer. He will prove worthy, 
we believe, of any honor or responsibility that may be placed upon 
him, but the mayoralty of New York city is at this stage no 


secondary place.
